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PROVO — A 90-year-old downtown build- 
ing is the latest renovation project for devel- 
oper Craig Call. 

Scaffolding rises parallel to the front of 
the Gates and Snow Building, 43 E. Center. 
Old typewriters, desks and chairs have been 
dragged out of second and third floors and 
hauled away in preparation of the renova- 
tion job. 

Renovation is covering all three floors of 
the building, approximately 10,000 square 
feet, and is scheduled to be completed by the 
end of the year. The $500,000 project is being 
funded by a Honolulu surgeon, Call said. 

Downtown redevelopment investors 
paved the way for the renovation by assum- 
ing control of the Inland Real Estate and 
Development Company earlier this year.

Co. was one of Provo’s oldest firms, having 
been organized in 1905. Original principals in 
the corporation were Dr. Fred W. Taylor and 
Alex Hedquist, a local pharmacist. The pur-
